Hi all, 


After being on this list for a couple of weeks now, I finally decided it 
was time to actually FIX something. In spite of my limited knowledge, I 
figure the best way is to just jump in and go for it. (I'm good with 
general electrical stuff, but electronic theory still is a bit of a 
mystery) 


For my first magical trick, I'm reconditioning a Heathkit HW-16. This 
ain't exactly a BA (more like a dinghy anchor), but it IS a tube rig. I 
have two (for starters) questions: 


First, the sidetone on this rig is a coarse "buzz" and not a tone. I 
had to replace the neon lamp with a RS NE-2 bulb, and I also replaced 
C-26, a .002 uF cap (I used a .0022 Disk ceramic). I'm also looking at 
R-64 (1.5m/ 1/2w) and R-63 (470k 1/2w). I also suspect a problem with 
V6, a 6HF8 audio amplifier tube. It tested good on an Eico 660 tester, 
but I don't really trust that too much. The audio from the receiver 
into a speaker is fine. 


Second, the final doesn't want to load up beyond around 20 - 30 watts 
out. When I hold the key down, the power slowly drops down. (the final 
checked out OK on the tester, too). 


I'm also not sure about realigning the transmitter. The manual details 
a procedure that includes the installation of some components as you go. 
Is there a reference source for realigning a completed rig? 


I'd like to thank everyone here for the information and help I've gotten 
since I subscribed. If it wasn't for the BA list, I'd still be groping 
in the dark. When I got my ticket a couple of years ago, I assumed that 
I would meet a bunch of people whoe were into building and repairing 
radio equipment. That was at least half of the reason I got into this 
in the first place. Unfortunately, most of the responses I get locally 
about this stuff are like "why do you want an old TUBE rig?". I wonder 
if in the future, they'll place an arbitrary line around the time people 
stopped building their own gear and say "this marks the decline of 
amateur radio"? 


Oh well, all I know is I'm having a HELL of a good time with it! Thanks 
in advance for the assistance.

Yes it did in a way but it was up here in Canada. The Hudson's Bay Company 
in about 1952 bought a number of sets of speech inverters for use on their 
4.8 Mc AM radio circuits. They signals were pretty good and us kids in the 
city were very interested. We found we could copy the image, above the 4000 
cycle carrier frequency, and we had a hayday with passing around the 
‘secret' news of the conversations. In any case the little crypto boxes 
made it to the local junk stores about 1956. There were only a few of them, 
they were snapped up quick by the locals and for about six months we had a 
ball with them on 75. 


The RI of the day nearly went nuts, we had strongly enforced rules in those 
days. The trick was to put one of the boxes in the microphone circuit and 
then speak ‘upside down' so that it came out of the box "right side up". 
One guy worked real hard at it and he got the whole of "Mary had a little 
lamb..." spoken upside down so that it came out right side up on the air. 


Stuf£ like the above combined with our phasing ssb rigs (ssb ='s some side 
band), made the AM crowd and the RI nearly go nuts. The living end came

This was part of my junque from Austin haul, and looks like the 
xperfectx p/s for reforming electrolytics, providing B+, etc... 
Provides 0 to 325 volts in five ranges (0-70, 70-130, 130-195, 195-255, 
and 255-325), with output current to 600 ma. Uses four of the 
hyper-expensive 6550 tubes, and no others. (rest looks silly state, 
just diodes, no transistors) Upon fire up, she produces voltage to the 
30 VDC range, but there is no regulation and it varies all over the 
place. I suspect it may have a missing module as there is an empty 
socket and space on the chassis. 


Before I scrap it for the tubes, meters, and transformers to build a 
high voltage supply with a 600 VAC x-former and variac in the primary, 
anyone have a manual they would be able to photocopy?

I have had similar problems with transmit antenna feed systems in past 
and have never found "physically bad" coax. I have found the coax full 
of water - which causes all kinds of problems. I have opened up many 
connector shells (that looked good on the outside) and found that 

they were nothing but black holes on the inside. About water, I have 

had water run through the shield on over 100 feet of coax and turn up 

in a puddle inside the transmitter. I have also had lots of "lossy" coax 
- but that is another issue.

Good Evening Folks, 

Tonight for your amusement I will tell you about building 

a Graymark 511 regen. receiver from a NOS kit... 

It's not rare or for sale, so those of you looking only for another 
"Rare Old Radio For Sale Cheap" post can press delete now. 


Everyone who is interested can follow along as Larry tells 
you the tale of: 
"The Strange Case of the Regenerative Receiver Kit" 


Our story opens when BA list member Doug Ripka 

(dlr13@psu.edu) somehow acquires a small number of 

firebottle receiver kits made years ago for Tech. Schools. 

These were made by Graymark, and sold to schools for use 

as part of the curriculum. Graymark made a number of kits 

over a period of years... In 1973 I built the sand state version 
of this same kit. (long gone now.. ) This places the age of the 
511 firebottle kit sometime before 1973. I would guess late 


60's. Our first mystery question is: When was this radio 
made/sold? 


Doug offered four of these kits to BA list members and I was 
lucky enough to get one of them. (First time I ever won 
anything by having my name pulled out of a hat!) 

Our second mystery question is: Where and how did these 
radio kits end up gathering dust for 20+ years? 

Mine was NIB, still sealed with Graymark tape. 


This is a three tube (50C5, 35W4, and 12AT7) BC & 

shortwave radio which uses plug in coils. 

The design is very like older AC-DC sets, with no power 
transformer and a series resister in the heater string. 

The plug in coils are wound in octal base coil forms. 

I've never used coil forms like these before. (I'm showing 
my youth now folks, Most of what I wind is built inside little 
tiny shield cans, on ferrite forms, for sand state gear.) 
These are about 3" tall and groved for the wire, kinda neat 
to wind on. One coil form was pre-wound (BCB) the other 

two I got to wind as part of the "learning exercise." 


The kits instructions are quite clear and easy to follow, 
at each stage in the process, you get a chance to check 
your work. Chassis assembly was first followed by filiment 
and power supply wiring. At the testing stage for the 


power supply I ran into my only major problem... :-( 
Line input has no fuse, (since added :-) and the first filter cap 
failed about 60 seconds after power up... instant smoke test for 


the cap and current limiting resistor in the B+ circuit. 

The filter caps looked good, and tested good, (with a low voltage 
tester) before being installed. Are Alum. Electrolytics prone 

to death from sitting around? 

Ah Well, replaced both filter caps with new (more modern) 

parts, added a new current limiting resister + a fuse holder and a 
three wire power cord 

OK, lets try this again. much better this time, no sudden smoke, 
no unforgetable smell, about 100V of B+ now. Not to bad 

for a half wave power supply without even a choke. 


More mystery question(s): Why do an AC-DC design ona 

student kit? Teach them to keep hot and neutral straight? 

The power switch is in the neutral side of the line. A wiring 
error could be hair raising in this thing. I believe the neutral 
through the power switch is a hum reduction issue? 


Wiring of the output stage (50C5) comes next. 
Self bias due to resistor in Cathode circuit, transformer 


output coupling to built in speaker. Control grid gets it's 
input from volume pot wiper, screen grid biased at about 
75V with plate at 98V. Classic 50C5 design. 

The test for this stage is touching the grid pin with a 
screwdriver and your finger, (Ouch! if wired wrong.) 


Audio pre-amp stage is next, (1/2 of the 12AT7) cap. coupled to 
the regen. stage on one side and the power amp on the other. 
Same method to test, lots more gain now. :-) 


Last but not least the regen. detector stage, (other 1/2 12AT7.) 
Regen is via the plate circuit with the control shorting this 
winding on the plug in coil forms. Other two windings on the 
coil form are antenna coupling and main tuning. The pre-wound 
BCB coil is used for check out of this stage. 


If it works your 90% done. 


Winding the coils was a pleasent experence, they are large 
enough to work with! :-) 

After winding the two shortwave coils you can check out 
roughly 3-11 Mhz and 8-28 Mhz. I'm going to have to set 

up some test equipment and run some tests.... 

I'm wondering just how sensitive this little fella is on 
the higher freqs... 


Finished this little fella late last night, for so simple a design 
the BCB DX and Shortwave really come in well. I'm going 

to play with it some more tonight, after I connect a proper 

long wire antenna to it. Got a clear channel BCB station 

from 1500 miles away last night with 10 foot of wire for 

the antenna... :-) 

I'll also calibrate the front dial, and run sensitivity tests 

to see what the design is capable of doing... 


Final mystery questions: 

The three supplied tubes are no name generics. 

Only information printed on them is type, and 

"made in Japan." 

All tested good on my B&K 707, anyone know who/when 
Japan made tubes? Were they any good? 


I've had a lot of fun building this radio, it has taken me 
back to my first electronic training (Vo-tech in high school.) 
Reminded me of what started me down the road to my EE, 

and in general been a very pleasent way to spend a couple 

of nights. :-)

Larry: 

From your description of the set, it appears to be of the type of kits 
manufactured and sold from the late thirties until the ealy seventies, 
first as do-it-yourself kits and later to feed the large electronic 
school industry. I received one with my NRI course many years ago. Up 
until the late fifies, the tubes were octal bases and then they went to 
the minatures. The Japanese tubes began almost immediately with the 
minatures although they may have been imported with such names as 
Hallicrafter, Sears, etc marked on them. I seem to remember a brand 
called CONAR. Saw those in the bins on Radio Row in the Akihabara area 
of Tokyo during the late sixties. 


The Japanese went into tube manufacturing in a big way in the late 
fifties. NEC, National (Panasonic), Sony, and Hiachi were some of the 
larger manufactures. They flooded the USA with low priced tubes in the 
early seventies and literally drove GE and RCA out of the tube business. 


As to the power switch being in the neutral lead - bad news. In that 
place it shuts off nothing. The full AC value is still present in the 


set.
